So vital to the national defense are all 
matters pertaining to the efficiéney of 
our commissioned personne! that in mak- 
ing this study and investigation all avail- 
able means have been used. A Board 
consisting of the Assistant Secretaries 
of War and the Chief of Staff of the 
Army was convened in September, 1926. 
This representative and capable board 
has been of the greatest assistance to 
me in arriving at all conclusions and 
recommendations herein presented which 
are those of the board as well as myself.

Investigation Was Broad in Scope. 

The investigation of alleged injustices 
has been thorough and broad in scope. 
Due consideration has been given to 
numerous investigations and studies of 
the subject, to the circumstances of the 
formation of the original promotion list, 
and to the allegations of injustice con- 
tained in the statements submitted in a 
response to a directive that all officers 
of the Army who believed their names 
occupied unjust positions on the promo- 
tion list so inform the War Department 
with reasons for such belief. The field 
ossible changes in the list and of 
their effects has been fully investigated.

~HOWING an increase cf $11,251,340 for the War Depariment and a decrease of 
$9.246.475 for the Navy, the budget estimates for 1928, carrying a total of 
$680.537.642, were transmitted to Congress on December 8 by President Coolidge.

Reduction of the Army’s enlisted strength from 118,750 men to 115,000 out of 
which is to ke drawn en increment for the Air Corps is the outstanding cause of 
complaint. In fact virtually all of the “increase” is accounted for by the inclusion 
of approximately $7,000,000 which is to accrue frem the sale-of surplus property 
and to be used for new construction, and by the increases granted the Air Corps. 
So far as the “regular establishment” is concerned there is virtually no increase 
over current appropriations which proved sufficient to provide for a regular army 
of only 110,900 men instead of the recognized strength of 118,750 men theoretically 
provided for by the last Congress. 

This cut in enlisted strength and the announecment of

policy of providing the personnel increase for the Air Corps under the Five-Year 
Program by the expedient of taking them from the Regular Army are subjects of 
lively comment and are expected to precipitate action on the part of the Military 
Affai‘s Committee when its hearings begin next week. 

Eour major issues have been raised in the provisions made for the Navy. 


Heading the list is the exclusion of any funds for the three new cruisers already 
authorized. Next comes the omission of any provision for the two giant airships 
authorized by the last Congress. Third in line is listed the enlisted strength, pro- 
vision being made for only 82.500 men in lieu of the 86,000 the Navy deems neces- 
sary to provide crews for the ships in commission , two carriers 
uext year.

| EEPLY concerned by the revelations 

of the Navy’s standing in relation to 
the 5-5-3 ratio agreed upon at the Wash- 
ington Conference for the Limitation of 
Armaments, the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs is proceeding with an in- 
vestigation which has as its apparent 
purpose the definite fixing of the blame 
for the present condition of the Navy on 
the persons directly re= 
sponsible. 

However, there is quite a determined 
undercurrent of opinion among the 
leaders of the Republican side as to the 
incompatibility o: a Republican Con- 
gress attacking the administrative policy 
of a Republican President which probably 
means that the action of the House 
Naval Affairs Committee will be limited 
to a recommendation to the Appropria- 
tions Committee not to further cut the 
funds approved by the Bureau of the 
Sudget for the fiscal year 1928. _ 

Major Increases Are Blocked. 

It had originally been the intention of 
the Committee to introduce a program 
upon the floor of the House to remedy. 
the existing situation, embodying fou® 
major increases in the Budget to cover, 
namely, the construction of three addi- 
tional light cruisers; provision for the 
construction of at least one of the 
dirigible airships authorized during the 
last session of Congress and for which 
no estimates have been submitted; an 
increase in the enlisted personnel of the 
Navy to 86,000 men—or a compromise 
of 84,000 men provided that appropria-

Military Committee Maps Out 
Army’s Legislative Program 


VW HEN the House Military Committee 
met on Thursday, it adopted a pro- 

gram of high importance to the Army. 
It decided upon the suggestion of Con- 
gressman James, of Michigan, who, in 
the absence of Mr. Morin, acted as chair- 
man, to: 

1—Instantly begin consideration of 
the promotion and retirement situation 
in the Army. 

Air Law Enforcement. 

2—Invite Assistant Secretary Davison 
and Major General Mason M. Patrick 
Chief of the Air Corps, to advise with 
the committee respecting the Air Law 
and its enforcement. What has been 
accomplished under the law enacted dur- 
ing the Ist session for the improvement 
of the Air Service. 

3—Request the Secretary of War and 
appropriate officers of the War Depart- 
ment to explain the history of the es- 
timates submitted through the Budget 
Officer to Congress. 

4—-Examine the National Defense Act, 
with a view to determining how it ig

justices and an equal if not greater dis- 
content. 

An examination of all the evidence is 
convincing that the present discontent 
with the promotion list is but a mani- 
festation of underlying discontent with 
promotion prospects in general. The dis- 
content is fully justified by the stagnation 
in promotion that now conironts most of 
the officers of the Army who entered the 
service during and after the World War. 
For many this stagnation is intensified 
by their relative positions on the pro- 
motion list. Manifestly any changes in 
relative position would merely decrease 
the severity of the stagnation for some 
individuals or groups, but always at the 
expense of others, and would not avert 
the general stagnation. Changing the 
promotion list would therefore be inef- 
fective in improving a general condition 
which is undoubtedly inimical to the in- 
terests of the Army and the national de- 
fense. 

In view of all the circumstances, it is 
believed that changes in the promotion 
list are neither practicable nor desir- 
able and no changes therein are recom- 
mended. 

It is my conception of the statute cali- 
ing for this report that the purpose of 
the Congress was to improve the national 
defense by allaying discontent and by 
preventing loss of morale and efficiency 
in the Army. Under such conception the 
report would be incomplete and defec- 
tive were it to end with a purely nega- 
tive recommendation concerning the pro- 
motion list. The promotion situation in 
the Army is so critical and menacing as 
to call for positive measures. Accord- 
ingly the entire personnel system of the 
Army has been studied with a view to 
determining the cause of this situation 
and the relief measures necessary. The 
studies embracing a basic study on the 
personnel system supported by separate 
studies on promotion and retirement are 
submitted herewith. 

These studies disclose a condition of 
such moment to the national defense 
that I am constrained to stress the im- 
portant features and the necessity for 
prompt and effective remedial action. 

Abnormal Group a Feature. 

The dominant feature of our present 
personnel is an abnormal group of about 
5,800 officers, considerable more than one- 
half of the present promotion list, who 
were induced into the service between 
November, 1916, and November, 1918, and 
who, therefore, vary in length of com- 
missioned service by less than two years. 
While a few of these officers are quite 
young and a few are well along in years, 
the great bulk of them fall within nar- 
row age limits. Under normal conditions, 
the entry into the service, and conse- 
quently the difference in length of com- 
missioned service, of this large group 
of officers would have been spread over 
a period of about 20 years and they 
would be similarly graded by age. Prac- 
tically all of our difficulties are due to 
the existence of this “hump” in our per- 
sonnel and the resultant strain upon 
the personnel system. 

The personnei system is a combination 
of the means for bringing officers into 
the service, gradually increasing their 
rank, pay and responsibilities during 
their active careers, and at some stage 
of their careers transferring them from 
the active list. At present the advance- 
ment of officers is governed by two sys- 
tems of promotion, one for the medical 
department and chaplains, and another 
for the remainder of the Army. The 
former system promotes officers from 
grade to grade at definite periods of 
their careers, and without regard to the 
number in any grade. With this system 
we are not at present concerned except 
to observe that it is very satisfactory 
and assures a definite rate of promotion. 

System Failed to Function. 

The basis of the system now govern- 
ing the advancement of officers other 
than of the medical department and 
chaplains is that promotions take place 
only as vacancies occur in the fixed 
strength of each grade. Hence these 
promotions depend solely upon outflow 
from the active list. With a personne! 
built up of small and approximately 
equal annual increments, gradually 
shrinking in size during their life, and 
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passing successively from the active list 
upon termination of their active careers, 
such a system would produce a fairly 
uniform law of promotion. But when 
an abnormally large increment is injected 
into the personnel the machine designed 
for successive smal! increments becomes 
clogged and fails to function. The 
normal outflow produces vacancies 
wholly inadequate for the reasonable ad- 
vancement of an abnormally large in- 
crement. As a consequence, officers in 
this increment and below are denied a 
reasonable advancement. A large pro- 
portion of them must spend their active 
careers and pass to the retired list in lower 
grades. This is the situation that con- 
fronts us, due to the abnormal World 
War hump in our personnel; a situation 
that is now keenly felt and that will be in- 
creasingly destructive of the morale and 
efficiency of the Army unless corrective 
measures are applied. 
Will Recur at Intervals. 

Laying aside for the moment the ef- 
fect upon individuals, it is found that 
existence of the hump will cause very 
undesirable fluctuations in the flow of 
new officers into the military establish- 
ment. For several years this flow will 
be retarded. Then, as the bulk of the 
hump passes from the active list, the 
procurement of new officers to replace it 
will necessarily be very large and a new 
hump will be created, insuring a recur- 
rance of abnormal conditions. The ef- 
fect upon individuals hereinafter dis- 
cussed with particular reference to pre- 
sent personnel will, therefore, to some 
degree be reoccurring and applicable to 
all future personnel. 

Under a continuance of present condi- 
tion, it is inevitable that there should be 
increased stagnation and great disparity 
in the rate of promotion. Although vary- 
ing by less than two years in length of 
service, officers comprising the existing 
hump must, under the present system, 
be promoted as though their entry into 
the service had been spread out over a 
period of about 20 years. Consequently, 
small differences in length of service are 
magnified into considerable differences in 
position on the promotion list, and in fu- 
ture. For example, officers at the head 
of this hump are now captains and have 
been since July 1, 1920, whereas those 
at the foot of the hump, having only two 
years less commissioned service are 5,800 
files lower on the promotion list and will 
not become captains until 1938, when 
they will have completed over 20 years 
of commissioned service. Twenty-three 
years will elapse between the time the 
head and tail of this hump reaches the 
grade of major. When the last of the 
hump passes into the grade of major, 
this grade and all the grades above will 
be filled by officers of the hump, that is, 
all officers from the senior colonel to the 
junior major will vary less than two 
years in length of commissioned service 
and will be about the same age. 

Wholesale Retirements Foreseen. 

As a corollary to the forecasted pro- 
motion situation there is the inevitable 
prospect of wholesale retirements in 
grades below colonel. The gravity of 
this situation and of its effects upon the 
morale of officers and upon the efficiency 
of the military establishment are ap- 
parent from the fact that no less than 
2,837 officers appear to be due for retire- 
ment for age before reaching the grad 
of colonel. Of these 1,254 will not get 
above the grade of major. Most of these 
officers are in the hump of World War 
appointees, about half of whom are con- 
fronted with the prospect of limited 
careers and retirements before attaining 
the grade of colonel or having the op- 
portunity to be selected for appointment 
as general officers. A few of these re- 
tirements will be of officers who were 
relatively old when appointed and who 
could, at best, expect but limited careers 
under any promotion system. The bulk 
of the retirements, however, are of of- 
ficers appointed at normal ages who 
should be able to look forward to a full 
career of service with advancement 
through all grades and opportunity to 
reach the top of their profession. Not 
only is this hump so large as to stand 
in the way of its own advancement but it 
blocks the promotion of many of the 
officers below it, who, even though they 
may eventually reach the grade of 








colonel, will spend most of their active | 
careers in company grades. 

This hump in our personnel is a re- 
sult, and a very proper one, of our par- 
ticipation in the World War. It contains 
great numbers of exceiient and valuable 
officers. There can be no thought of 
any sudden doing away with the hump. 
However, as the length of service of 
these officers increases so will their pay, 
and they will constitute a much more 
expensive element of personnel than 
would an equal number of officers in 
many small annual increments. It would 
be specially unfortunate should this rel- 
actively costly personnel be subjected to 
conditions which, through no fault of its 
members, will be detrimental to its 
morale and efficiency. 

Undermines Morale. 

The inevitable result of a situation 
such as that now confronting the Army 
is an undermining of morale and a de- 
terioration of officers held unduly long in 
subordinate positions that will be highly 
detrimental to the efficiency of the mili- 
tary establishment. The situation, al- 
ready serious, will rapidly become acute 
unless there is effective remedial action. 
The cause of the trouble and the in- 
herent nature of the situation indicate 
clearly the field in which a remedy must 
lie. There must be a reduction in the 
size of the hump that has clogged the 
system, a change in the personnel sys 
tem that will preserve efficiency by rea- 
sonable advancement of this hump, or a 
combination of these measures. 

A sudden shrinkage of this World War 
hump of 5,800 officers to the size of a 
normal two year increment (about one- 
tenth of its present size) is unthinkable. 
On the other hand, the hump is so large 
that any change in the personnel system 
that will provide adequate promotion for 
its members without the hump being 
somewhat reduced is out of the question. 
The change offering the greatest prom- 
ise is to a system of promotion upon 
completion of specified years of service; 
a system in- which promotion is largely 
independent of vacancies and which em- 
bodies the only practical way of main- 
taining an assured and uniform flow of 
promotion. But the size of this hump 
is so great that under such a system 
there would be violent fluctuations in the 
strength of the various grades. 

As the hump attained the requisite 
length of service it would pass from 
grade to grade practically in a body, 
with a corresponding excess of officers in 
the grade it entered and a dearth in the 
grade it left. For example, in 1928 there 
would be about 6,200 captains and about 
2,700 lieutenant; in 1935 about 5,300 
majors and only 1,100 captains, and fin- 
2ily when what remains of the hump be- 
come colonels about 20 years hence, 
there would be over 3.000 colonels with 
a corresn¢ { iciency in ail ihe 
lower grades. The next step would be 
a large influx « ieutenants to replace 
the vanishing hump, thus initiating a 
similar cycle difficulties. It seems 
clear that neither reduction of the hump 
nor chang sonnel system alone 
will suffice. her be a combina- 
tion of these mea

The key to the solution of the present 
problem is therefore a sustained rate of 
attrition that will reduce the hump, that 
will provide vacancies making reasonable 
promotion possible, that will be produc- 
tive of a smooth fiow of procurement, 
without the creation of a new hump, and 
that will avert the abnormal and violent 
increase in the retired list that would 
eventually result under present condi- 
tions. 

Stimulating Transfer Radical. 

It is fully appreciated that the idea 
of stimulating the transfer officers 
from the active list of the Army may 
appear somewhat radical. The idea 
not new except in its application to om 
Army. The practice is common and is 
recognized as an essential part 
satisfactory personnel system in 
tically all other military services and in 
our own Naval service. The trend of 
legislation for the Army appears to have 
been one of restricting transfers from 
the active list and of retaining officers 
in active service as long as any peace 
time use could be made of them. Miti 
gation of the resulting stagnation 
promotion in time of peace has generall) 
been accomplished, if at all, by increases 
in the size of the military establishment 
The present situation is far beyond the 
possibility of any relief by this means. 
The alternatives that now confront 
are to either drift on into intolerable 
stagnation or to apply the only relief 
meusure that is practicable, that is, a 
material and sustained outflow from the 
active list of the Army. 

The vital necessity for a reasonable 
and steady flow from the list 
must be placed above the desires of in- 
dividual officers and the flow must be 
maintained. Voluntary terminations of 
active service, if fully utilized, may 
materially decrease, but cannot entirely 
eliminate other separations that are in 
the interests of the Army as a whole 
The necessary outfiow from the active 
list is, not without some compensating 
features. If confined to officers who have 
served sufficiently long to be properly 
trained, it is productive of an increased 
war reserve of trained officers that would 
be of great value in an emergency. 

Under suitable laws and policies 
outflow from the active list need not all 
go to the retired list. Afforded suitable 
inducement or remuneration, some ade- 
quately trained officers, still compara- 
tively young, may be completely separated 
from the regular establishment, thus de- 
creasing the number of officers who 
eventually reach the retired list. The 
bulk of the outflow must and should pass 
to the retired list. Neither a small ii 
crease in expenditure for maintenance 
the retired list nor any misconception 
the true nature of such expenditure 
should stand in the way. 

Officers Poorly Paid. 

It has been the fixed policy 
Government to pay its military 
salaries that are barely sufficient 
their current needs. Savings from 
salaries that would provide for their de- 
clining years being impossible. Officers 
were, prior to 1861, continued on the ac- 
tive list at full pay until the time 
their death, even though precluded 
age or disability from rendering any 
service. The original retirement law. 
made necessary to fit the army for 
provided for a reduction in pay to 75 
per cent upon transfer to the retired 
list, in spite of the fact that the full 
salary of the officers was barely sufficient 
for their maintenance. This provision 
is still in effect. Every officer contributes 
toward the expenditures for maintenance 
of the retired list, first, by ren 
a long period of active service at a sal- 
ary that is exclusive of possible savings 
to provide for his future, and second, by 
the reduction of his pay upon retirement 
The original reduction in pay of 25 per 
cent has grown into a much greater 1 
duction, an officer upon i 
now suffers not only a loss 
cent of his pay proper but loss 
of all of his allowances.

Retirement System Sound. 

The present retirement system of the 
Army has been’ developed through 
about 65 years of experience. In 
far as it goes it is fundamentally sound 
in principle and operates in th: in- 
terests of both the government and in- 
dividuals. It is a fortunate combination 
of automatic retirements of officers who 
have lost their actual or potential value 
for the service in war and of voluntary 
retirements, as a suitable reward for 
long and faithful years of service. Both 
should continue as a matter of course. 
Both are a part of the contractual re- 
lation between the government and its 
officers. It wouid be contrary to com- 
mon justice and contrary to the interests 
of both parties to abrogate either form 
of retirement. 

New Measures Required. 

In the face of a situation calling for 
greater separations from the active list 
it would be folly to abandon or to fail 
to make full use of these existing means. 
In fact, their full use must be supple- 
mented by new measures, based upon the 
same sound principles as the existing 
statutes, which will insure the necessary 
uniform and distributed flow of officers 
from the active list.

of comparatively short service may be 
permitted to resign with a reasonable 
gratuity. 

Fourth: In so far as the above. meas- 
ures fail to accomplish the necessary 
annual attrition officers must be selected 
for transfer from the active list, those 
of long service or of advanced age to be 
placed upon the retired list with pay 
graded according to length of service and 
others to be discharged with a reasonable 
gratuity. 

Will 

The combined operation of all the ex- 
isting laws and of these supplementary 
measures will produce the annual attri- 
tion that is essential. Properly admin- 
istered they will produce this attrition in 
that part of our personnel where it is 
most necessary. The problem of reduc- 
tion of our personnel hump, and of pro- 
viding a uniform inflow and outflow of 
officers to and from the active list will be 
solved with as little disturbance as pos- 
sible and in an economical manner, and 
with an increase in the reserve of trained 
personnel available for use in an emer 
gency.

The 
schedule for promotion should contem- 
plate promotion upon completion of years 
of commissioned service substantially as 
follows: 

To first lieutenants, 3 years; to captain, 
10 years; to major, 17 years; to lieuten- 
ant colonel, 22 years; and to colonel, 28 
years. There are many factors entering 
into the determination of this schedule. 
Among the outstanding merits are that, 
in addition to meeting other  require- 
ments, it establishes an approximate 
parity between the Army and Navy, it 
insures promotion for the line of the 
Army to the various field grades after 
but two or three years more of service 
than are now required for similar promo- 
tions in the Medical Corps and it coor- 
dinates advancement in rank with in- 
creases in pay under existing law. The 
contemplated promotions will, in general, 
take place without increased cost due to 
the existing law providing that certain 
advances in pay occur whether the offi- 
cers be promoted or not. Officers will 
thus have rank and responsibility com- 
mensurate with the rates of pay that the 
Congress has provided. 

Strength Adjustment Slow. 
of majors in about eight years to less 
personnel is so large and so placed as 
to render an invariable application of 
the above schedule of promotion imprac- 
ticable. Even though lessened somewhat 
by maintenance of a uniform attrition, 
fluctuation in the strength of the various 
grades will, for some time at least, be 
beyond our powers of accommodation. 
For example, a shrinkage in the number 
of majors in about eight vears to less 
than 700, followed by a sudden increase 
to about 4,000, with corresponding fluc- 
tuations in other grades occurring dur- 
ing the same time, would violently dis- 
arrange the military establishment.

National Defense: Our policy of oe ?— 


tional defense is not one of making war, 
but of insuring peace. The land and sea 
force of America, both in its domestic 
and foreign implications, is distinctly a 
peace force. It is an arm of the police 
power to guarantee order and the ex- 
ecution of the law at home and se- 
curity to our citizens abroad. No self- 
respecting nation would neglect to pro- 
vide an army and navy proportionate to 
its population, the extent of its terri- 
tory, and the dignity of the place which 
it occupies in the world. When it is 
considered that no navy in the world, 
with one exception, approaches ours and 
none surpasses it, that our Regular 
Army of about 115,000 men is the equal 
of any other like number of troops, that 
our entire permanent and reserve land 
and sea force trained and training con- 
sists of a personnel of about 610,000, 
and that our annual appropriations are 
about $680,000,000 a year, expended 
under the direction of an exceedingly 
competent staff, it can not be said that 
our country is neglecting its national 
defense. It is true that a cult of dis- 
paragement exists, but that candid ex- 
amination made by the Congress through 
its various committees has always re- 
assured the country and demonstrated 
that it is maintaining the most ad- 
equate defensive forces in these present 
years that it has ever supported in time 
of peace. 
Military Power Is Sufficient. 

This general policy should be kept in 
effect. Here and there temporary 
changes may be made in personnel to 
meet requirements in other directions. 
Attention should be given to submarines, 
cruisers, and air forces. Particular 
points may need strengthening, but as 
a whole our military power is sufficient. 

The one weak place in the whole line 
is our still stupendous war debt. In any 
modern campaign the dollars are’ the 
shock troops. With a depleted treasury 
in the rear, no army can maintain itself 
in the field. A country loaded with debt 
is a country devoid of the first line of 
defense. Economy is the handmaid of 
preparedness. If we wish to be able to 
defend ourselves to the full extent of 
our power in the future, we shall dis- 
charge as soon as possible the financial 
burden of the last war. Otherwise we 
would face a crisis with a part of our 
capital resources already expended. 

The amount and kind of our military 
equipment is preeminently a question for 
the decision of the Congress, after giv- 
ing due consideration to the advice of 
military experts and the available public 
revenue. Nothing is more laudable than 
the cooperation of the agricultural and 
industrial resources of the country for 
the purpose of suppiying the needs of 
national defense. In time of peril the 
people employed in these interests vol- 
unteered in a most self-sacrificing way, 
often at the nominal charge of a dollar 
a year. But the Army and Navy are 
not supported for the benefit of supply 
concerns; supply concerns are supported 
for the benefit of the Army and Navy. 
The distribution of orders on what is 
needed from different concerns for the 
purpose of keeping up equipment and or- 
ganization is perfectly justified, but any 
attempt to prevail upon the government 
to purchase beyond its needs ought not 
to be tolerated. It is eminently fair that 
those who deal with the government 
should do so at a reasonable profit. How- 
ever, public money is expended not that 
some one may profit by it, but in order 
to serve a public purpose. 

Opposes Competition in Armaments. 

While our policy of national defense 
will proceed in order that we may be 
independent and self-sufficient, I am op- 
posed to engaging in any attempt at 
competitive armaments. No matter how 
much or how little some other country 
may feel constrained to provide, we can 
well afford to set the example, not of be- 
ing dictated to by others, but of adopt- 
ing our own standards. We are strong 


enough to pursue that method, which will 
be a most wholesome model for the rest 
of the world. 
ful, but we are by no means 


We are eminently peace- 
weak. 








While we submit our differences with 
others, not to the adjudication of force, 
but of reason, it is not because we are 
unable to defend our rights. While we 
are doing our best to eliminate all re- 
sort to war for the purpose of settling 
disputes, we can not but remember that 
the peace we now enjoy had to be won 
by the sword and that if the rights of 
our country are to be defended we can 
not rely for that purpose upon anyone 
but ourselves. We can not shirk the 
responsibility, which is the first requisite 
of all government, of preserving its own 
integrity and maintaining the rights of 
its own citizens. It is only in accordance 
with these principles that we can estab- 
lish any lasting foundations for an hon- 
orable and permanent peace. 

“We Shall Continue to Be Armed.” 

It is for these reasons that our coun- 
try, like any other country, proposes to 
provide itself with an army and navy 
supported by a merchant marine. Yet 
these are not for competition with any 
other power. For years we have be- 
sought nations to disarm. We have re- 
cently expressed our willingness at Ge- 
neva to enter into treaties for the limi- 
tation of all types of warships accord- 
ing to the ratio adopted at the Washing- 
ton Conference. This offer is still pend- 
ing. While we are and shall continue to 
be armed, it is not a menace, but rather 
a common assurance of tranquillity to all 
the peace-loving people of the world. 
For us to do any less would be to dis- 
regard our obligations, evade our respon- 
sibilities, and jeopardize our national 
honor. 

Veterans: This country, not only be- 
cause it is bound by honor but because 
of the satisfaction derived from it, has 
always lavished its bounty upon its vet- 
erans. For years a service pension has 
been bestowed upon the Grand Army on 
reaching a certain age. Like provision 
has been made for the survivors of the 
Spanish War. A liberal future compen- 
sation has been granted to all the veter- 
ans of the World War. But it is in the 
case of the disabled and the dependents 
that the Government exhibits its great- 
est solicitude. This work is being well 
administered by the Veterans’ Bureau. 

Work of Disarmament Conference. 

The Preparatory Commission for the 
Disarmament Conference met at Geneva 
on May 18 and its work has been pro- 
ceeding almost continuously since that 
date. It would be premature to attempt 
to form a judgment as to the progress 
that has been made. The commission 
has had before it a comprehensive list 
of questions touching upon all aspects 
of the question of the limitation of arma- 
ment. In the commission’s discussions 
many differences of opinion have devel- 
oped. However, I am hopeful that at 
least some measure of agreement will be 
reached as the discussions continue. The 
American representation on the commis- 
sion has consistently tried to be he!pful, 
and has kept before it the practical ob- 
jective to which the commission is work- 
ing, namely, actual agreements for the 
limitation of armaments. Our represen- 
tatives will continue their work in that 
direction. 

One of the most encouraging features 
of the commission’s work thus far has 
been the agreement in principle among 
the naval experts of a majority of the 
powers parties to the Washington treaty 
limiting naval armament upon methods 
and standards for the comparison and 
further limitation of naval armament. 
It is needless to say that at the proper 
time I shall be prepared to proceed along 
practical lines to the conclusion of agree- 
ments carrying further the work begun 
at the Washington Conference in 1921. 

Department Reports: Many important 
subjects which it is impossible even to 
mention in the short space of an annual 
message you will find fully discussed in 
the departmental reports. A failure to 
include them here is not to be taken as 
indicating any lack of interest, but only 
a disinclination to state inadequately 
what has been much better done in other 
documents. 

Foreign Relations: The foreign policy 
of this Government is well known. It is 
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one of peace based on that mutual re- 
spect that arises from mutual regard 
for international rights and the discharge 


of international obligations. It is our 
purpose to promote understanding and 
good will between ourselves and all other 
people. The American people are alto- 
gether lacking 1m an appreciation of the 
tremendous good fortune that surrounds 
their international position. We have 
no traditional enemies. We are not em- 
barrassed over any disputed territory. 
We have no possessions that are coveted 
by others; they have none that are cov- 
eted by us. Our borders are unfortified. 
We fezvr uo one; no one fears us. All 
the world knows that the whole extent 
of our influence is against war and in 
favor of peace, against the use of force 
and in favor of negotiation, arbitration, 
and adjudiciation as a method of ad- 
justing international differences. We 
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look with disfavor upon ail aggressive 
warfare. We are strong enough so that 
no one can charge us with weakness if 
we are slow to anger. Our peace is suf- 
ficiently established so that we-need not 
be sensitive over trifles. Our resources 
are large enough so that we can afford 
to be generous. At the same time we are 
a nation among nations and recognize 
a responsibility not only to ourselves, 
but in the interests of a stable and en- 
lightened civilization, to protect and de- 
fend the international rights of our Gov- 
ernment and our citizens. 
Debt Settlements Satisfactory. 

It is because of our historical detach- 
ment and the generations of compara- 
tive indifference toward us by other 
nations that our public is inclined to con- 
sider altogether too seriously the reports 
that we are criticized abroad. We never 
had a larger foreign trade than at the 
present time. Our good offices were 
never more sought and the necessity for 
our assistance and cooperation was never 
more universally declared in any time of 
peace. We know that the sentiments 
which we entertain toward all other na- 
tions are those of the most sincere friend- 
ship and good will and of an unbounded 
desire to help, which we are perfectly 
willing to have judged by their fruits. 
In our efforts to adjust our international 
obligations we have met with a response 
which, when everything is considered, I 
believe history will record as a most re- 
markable and gratifying demonstration 
of the sanctity with which civilized na- 
tions undertake to discharge their mutual 
obligations. Debt settlements have been 
negotiated with practically aH of those 
who owed us and all finally adjusted but 
two, which are in process of ratification. 
When we consider the real sacrifice that 
will be necessary on the part of other 
nations, considering all their circum- 
stances, to meet their agreed payments, 
we ought to hold them in increased ad- 
miration and respect. It is true that 
we have extended to them very gener- 
ous treatment, but it is also true that 
they have agreed to repay us all that 
we loaned to them and some interest. 

Progress in Philippines Satisfactory. 

In the Philippine Islands Major Gen- 
eral Leonard Wood has been Governor 
General for five years and has adminis- 
tered his office with tact and ability 
greatly to the success cf the Filipino peo- 
ple. These are a proud and sensitive 
race, who are making such progress with 
our cooperation that we can view the re- 
sults of this experiment with great satis- 
faction. As we are attempting to assist 
this race toward self-government, we 
should look upon their wishes with great 
respect, granting their requests imme- 
diately when they are right, yet main- 
taining a frank firmness in refusing when 
they are wrong. We shall measure their 
progress in no small part by their ac- 
ceptance of the terms of the organic law 
under which the islands are governed and 
their faithful observance of its provi- 
sions. Need exists for clarifying the 
duties of the auditor and declaring them 
to be what everyone had supposed they 
were. We have placed our own expendi- 
tures under the supervision of the Comp- 
troller General. It is not likely that the 
expenditures in the Philippine Islands 
need less supervision than our own. The 
Governor General is hampered in his se- 
lection of his subordinates by the neces- 
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sity of securing a confirmation, which hag 
oftentimes driven him to the expediency 
of using Army officers in work for which 
civilian experts would be much better 
fitted. Means should be provided for this 
and such other purposes as he may re- 
quire out of the revenue which this Goy- 
the Ph 





ernment now turns back to lip- 
pine treasury. 

Any development. of the islands must 
be solely with the first object of bene- 
fiting the people of the islands. At 
an early day, these possessions should be 
taken out from under ail military n- 
trol and administered entirely on the ] 
side of the government. 

Legislation Urged for Radio. 

Radio Legislation: The Depariment 
of Commerce has for some years urgently 
presented the necessity for further legis- 
lation in order to protect radio listeners 
from interference between broadcasting 
stations and to. carry out other regula 
tory functions. Both branches of Con 
gress at the last session passed enact- 
ments intended to effect such agreement 


and final passage. 

Due to decisions of the courts, the au- 
thority of the department under the law 
of 1912 has broken down; many more sta- 
tions have been operating than can be ac- 
commodated within the limited number 
of wave lengths available; further sta. 
tions are in course of construction; many 
stations have departed from the scheme 
of allocation down by depart- 
ment, and the whole service of this mot 
important public function has drifted 
into such chaos as seems likely, if 
remedied, to destroy its great value. I 
most urgently recommend that this leg- 
islation should be speedily enacted.

I do not believe it is desirable to set 
up further independent agencies in the 
Government. Rather I believe ad- 
visable to entrust the important fune- 
tions of deciding who shall exercise the 
privilege of radio transmission and under 
what conditions, the assigning of wave 
lengths and determination of power, to 
a board to be assembled whenever action 
on such questions becomes necessary. 
There should be right of appeal to the 


courts from the decisions of such board. 


The administration of the decisions of 
the board and the other features of reg- 
ulation and promotion of radio in the 
public interest, together with scientifie 
research, should remain in the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. Such an arrangé 
ment makes for more expert, more effi-

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ARMY 30-YEAR RETIREMENTS MAY BE RESUMED. 

With the publication of the study of the General Staff on the Army’s promotion 

situation. there has been a revival of gossip with reference to the possibility 
of the resumption of thirty-year retirements. Secretary Davis, it will be recalled, 
directed that such retirements cease, because of his belief that continued approval 
ot applications under the law in question might increase the hostility of certain 
members of Congress against the retired list. However, the study made by the 
Staff, exposing the hump that exists, and explaining the character of the 
retired list, is expected to modify the feeling in Congress and indeed make cleat 
to that body the necessity of a steady flow of promotion. This, it is asserted, can 
be partially developed through more rigorous physical tests and examinations, more 
effective utilization of Class B Boards and by permitting thirty-year retirements. 
It is the contention of the officers on duty at the War Department that the right 
to retire after thirty years’ service is as much a part of the Government’s con- 
tract with an officer as the right enjoyed by the Government to retire an officer 
because of age or physical disability. It is also pointed out that an officer who 
has served thirty years has given ample service for the compensation—active and 
retired—granted to him, and if he has a chance to better himself in business that 
chance should be accorded to him. 

Secretary Davis has not indicated what his attitude in the matter will be, but 
it is not seen in Army circles how, in view of the General Staff study, he can do 
anything other than lower the bars ‘in respect to thirty-year retirement. In any 
case. he has now a strong argument with Congress for the approval of applications 
of this character.

FISKE WANTS NAVY PRECEDENCE RECOGNIZED. 

TT WICE during the past week the spotlight of publicity has been focused on a 

naval officer who in days gone by furnished much good “copy” for the news- 

paper men who covered the Navy Department but who of late has been in seclu- 

sion, devoting his time to writing. Rear Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, U. S. N., re- 

tired, whose long and brilliant career has been marked by meteoric departure from 

time to time from rigidly conventional lines, has once again developed as a “news 
source. 

Notice of a suit against the Secretary of the Navy and departmental heads 
for large monetary damages for alleged infringements on patents rights held by 
the Admira] on the torpedo plane was duly heralded in the press of the country. 
Following this comes publication in one of the New York dailies of a letter over 
his signature written to correct the erroneous opinion widely held that Army 
officers rank Navy officers. 

Four reasons are assigned by him for the existence of this opinion. First he 
says that in all parades the public sees the sailors marching behind the Marines, 
who in turn are behind the soldiers. Secondly, in newspaper mentions Army officers 
are given precedence. In the third place he points out that in the majority of 
cases, outside Washington, at public banquets and other functions, Army officers 
are again given precedence. The fourth reason he assigns is that the titles of 
Army officers are more high-sounding than those of Navy officers. For instance, 
he says Major General sounds much better than Rear Admiral though the ranks 
are equal; that Colonel seems much finer than the corresponding naval rank of 
Captain and so on down the line. 

Continuing, the Admiral says: “Yet the fact is that the Army and Navy are 
exactly equal in rank, and that many years ago Congress decreed that Army and 
Navy officers of equal grades, when serving together officially, should take prece- 
dence according to the dates of their commissions; for instance, that a Rear Ad- 
miral whose commission antedates that of a Major General should take precedence 
of the Major General.

“In certain foreign navies the grades of Field Marshal and Admiral of the 


Fleet a also held; but in the United States these grades have never existed. 
About twelve years ago Congress accorded the temporary ranks of Admiral and 
Vice Admiral to Rear Admirals commanding certain fleets and squadrons, in order 


to place our fleets on an equal plane with foreign fleets; for the reason that, when 
the fleets of two powers find themselves peacefully together, they take rank, for 
the purpose of cooperation, according to the ranks held by their chiefs. About 
ten years ago. also, Congress accorded the temporary rank of Admiral to the Rear 
Admiral occupying the post of Chief of Naval Operations, in order to avoid the 
incongruity of having him in a grade below that occupied by the commander-in- 
chiet of the fleet and other officers, who were actually his subordinates. Congress 
specified. however, that after giving up these positions the officers should revert 
to their permanent rank, Rear Admiral. As no such restrictions is prescribed in 
foreigr navies, the result is that, so far as high permanent rank is concerned, Amer- 
ican Navy officers, as well as American Army officers, rank below the officers of 
every important power.”

GEC RETARY OF WAR DWIGHT F. DAVIS has reversed his opinion in regard 
to his attitude toward the Bill now before Congress authorizing an increase in 

the personnel of the National Advisory Committee for Aeronautics. 

t] In a letter to the Honorable W. Frank James, House of Representatives, which 

‘ne Secretary wrote last July, he expressed the opinion that the increase in mem- 

bersh p by adding the Assistant Secretaries of War, Navy, and Commerce, is de- 

Sirable and would increase the efficiency and value of the Committee. 

However, in a recent letter to the Honorable John M. Morin, Chairman of the 

House M litary Affairs Committee, Mr. Davis remarks that, “Conditions subsequent 
to July 1, 1926, and relating to proposed activities of the Assistant Secretary of 
War, take n in conjunction with the membership and character of the National Ad- 
visory ( ommittee for Aeronautics, have led me to change my opinion.” 
: “t nder the existing provisions of the law the membership of this Committee 
" sufficient to perform its duties as far as the War Department is concerned,” the 
secretary added, “and I do not anticipate any material advantages accruing through 
the assignment of the Assistant Secretary of War as a member thereof in view 
of the fact that the Committee is essentially technical and the Chief of the Air 
Corps and a technical representative of the Air Corps from McCook Field are 
members of the Committee under the existing law.” 








MORE SEVERE PHYSICAL EXAMS FOR ARMY OFFICERS LOOM. } 
(GOSSIP among some of the usually well informed officers of the Army in Washe 

ington, is to the effect that a change in regulations governing the physical 
examinations of officers which has been under consideration is likely to be adopted. 
This change if adopted, it is said, will mean that the examinations will be much 
more severe than the present ones. Some officers fear that if a more severe physical 
examination is prescribed it will mean the forced retirement of many efficient officers 
prematurely, who are physically capable to perform strenuous field service. “You 
know that a man in the best of physical condition has some flaw that a medical 
board can find if it wants to, and as a matter of fact there is probably no man in 
the world that can be considered absolutely physically perfect,” said an officer in 
speaking of the probable change in regulations in question. . 

“The ways of some medical boards are some times mysterious, to say the 
least,” continued the officer, “and many cases could be cited where some officers who 
have been absolutely incapacitated for active service for physical defects, have been 
considered fit to remain on the active list, while some officers who had a slight physi- 
cal defect were recommended for retirement. With a more drastic physical exami- 
nation, it’s easy to see what might happen. 

“Some boards are fair, while others unintentionally, of course, are unfair. I 
know of one particular case where an officer came up before a classification board. 
This officer some 20 years previous had been found guilty of being intoxicated, but 
had never overindulged since, and made a fine record in the World War. When he 
came up before the board, the old disability which had long since been outlawed and 
which had been condoned, was brought up against the officer in question, and was 
counted against him. Some other board might have consistently acted more 
fairly. Therefore, as I said previously, the ways of boards are often mysterious.”

NAVY WILL PUSH BRITTEN BILL. 

YECENT publication of reports that the Navy Department does not contemplate 
pushing the so-called Britten personnel bill in view of reported opposition in 
some quarters in Congress is emphatically denied by responsible departmental heads. 
On the contrary it is authoritatively stated that active efforts will be made to have 
action taken at this session on the measure which is given first place in the Navy’s 

legislative program. 

It is realized that there are certain imperfections in the bill and a few features 
have the active opposition of certain classes and individuals among the officer per- 
sonnel who feel changes should be made to eliminate what they consider “discrimi- 
nations.” Taken as a whole however the service generally seems to take the atti- 
tude that the bill, while not perfect, comes as near approximating the ideal where 
the general welfare of the service is considered as it is possible to draft general 
legislation and the department will give it hearty support and backing. 
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Secretary Davis Opposed To 
Reappointment of Officers 


or"PHE War Department is strongly op- 

posed to the reappointment of of- 
ficers who hav» sought other fields of 
activity at their own volition, or who 
were discharged on account of the reduc- 
tion in the commissioned strength of the 
Army. It is even more strongly op- 
posed to the reappointment of officers 
who were discharged or resigned as a 
result of unfavorable classification of 
their military qualifications. Apart from 
any other considerations, the War De- 
partment considers that such reappoint- 
ments are unfair to those who have re- 
mained in the service, and who would 
suffer delay in their just expectation of 
long deferred promotion. With respect 
to those officers who were discharged 
and who, after being out of the service 
for several years, now seek a re-exami- 
nation for the purpose of being placed 
on the retired list, the fixed policy of the 
War Department can not be other than 
to oppose the enactment of such legisla- 
tion.” 

This is the declaration of Secretary 
of War Dwight F. Davis, in his report 
to the President for 1926. 

“The opposition of the War Department 
during the last fiscal year, received con- 
currence in Congress on more than 50 bills 
of a general nature, and many private bills, 
which either were modified to meet de- 
partmental views, or were unfavorably re- 
ported by congressional committees, or 
were not reported on the floor of Congress. 
The confidence of Congress in the War De- 
partment was indicated by refusal to ap- 
prove of many measures ntroduced during 
the past fiscal year which, in the opinion 
of this department, would have proved 
harmful or, at least, of doubtful benefit.” 

Army Housing Program 

In speaking of the Army housing pro- 
gram, Mr. Davis says: 

“It is estimated that $110,000,000 will be 
required for the completion of the Army 
housing program over a period of 10 years. 
Approximately $90,000,000 worth of War 
Department property heretofore either has 
been transferred to other departments with- 
out any return or sold for proceeds which 
reverted to the Treasury. I am of opinion 
that in the future the proceeds of such 
sales should comprise a fund for permanent 
construction at Army posts. Furthermore, 
where property is transferred to another de- 
partment of the Government, this con- 
struction fund should receive an equivalent 
transfer credit from the appropriation of 
that department.” 

National Defense Act 

Mr. Davis in dealing with the National 
Defense Act says: 

“Prior annual reports have contained dis- 
cussions of the requisites for actual fulfill- 
ment of the provisions of the National De- 
fense Act. As yet the act remains an un- 
accomplished plan by reason of only a 
partial execution of its provisions. We 
should not blindly delude ourselves into the 
belief that a plan on paper is an accom- 
plished thing. Congress has provided the 
plan. Its fulfillment depends on the de- 
cisions of the citizens of the United States.”

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General J. L. Hines Diseloses 
Deficiencies in Regular Army 


DESPITE the fact that both officers 

and individual enlisted men of the 
Regular Army receive more advanced 
technical instruction than they did ten 
years ago, units have not always re- 
sponded with commensurate advance in 
efficiency. This is the opinion of Maj. 
Gen. John L. Hines, U. S. A., the former 
Chief of Staff, in his report to the Secre- 
tary of War for 1926. Explaining the 
reason for this lack of advancement, Gen. 
Hines goes on to say: “It has been dif- 
ficult in many cases to assemble the basic 
units and insure the presence of the rela- 
tive limited personnel borne on the rolls. 
Due to turnover of personnel, a large 
number of men has always been in a re- 
cruit status. Absence has been occa- 
sioned by the requirements incident to 
the preparing of special instructors for 
other elements of the Army of the United 
States, to labor on the upkeep of posts 
and to conduct summer training camps. 
All this should be corrected by the re- 
quirements of the new training order 
and directive. 

“Approximately 49 per cent of the to- 
tal authorized peace strength of the 
Regular Army—5,525 officers and 58,370 
enlisted men—was engaged in connection 
with the training of other elements of 
the Army of the United States during 
the summer training camp season of the 
past year. During the remainder of the 
year 4,342 officers and 35,025 enlisted 
men of the Regular Army, approximately 
30 per cent of its total authorized peace 
strength, was similarly engaged at one 
time or another.” 

Gen. Hines among other things points 
out the marked progress of the National 
Guard, the advantages of the training 
of Reserve Officers with the Regular 
Army, which proved very popular and 
effective, and he also tells of the in- 
creased enrollment in the R. O. T. C., and 
the success of the C. M. T. C. training 
under the associate or parent system, 
and goes with other essential matters in 
connection with living up to the terms of 
the National Defense Act, which under 
present curtailment of appropriations 
and men is impossible. 

Must Have Balanced Army. 

In speaking of the distribution be- 
tween branches of the Army, Gen. Hines 
says: 

During the course of reductions resulting 
from legislative enactment, the maintaining 
of a proper tactical balance between the 
strength of the component branches of the 
Regular Army has been a serious and diffi- 
cult problem. Every branch of the Service 
could use to advantage more personnel, both 
commissioned and enlisted. Military art is 
far more complex than was the case prior to 
the World War. Infantry, for example, is 
no longer concerned only with the rifle and 
bayonet. This branch must be proficient in 
the use of machine guns, tanks, mortars, 
one-pounders, hand and rifle grenades and 
signal communications. It must know how 
to preserve the lives of its personnel 
against aviation and gas. A similar set of 
conditions exists for all branches of the 
Service, and in all of them there has been 
a material improvement and development of 
equipment and weapons. 

The strength of the Air Corps has at- 
tracted widespread public interest. It is, 
therefore, pertinent to consider the extent 
to which aviation as an arm has been fa- 
vored at the expense of other branches dur- 
ing the reduction which has been going on 
in the total strength of the Army. Fur- 
ther preferential treatment in budgetary al- 
lotments or in personnel cannot be given 
the Air Corps without the automatic crea- 
tion of vital basic deficiencies in other 
elements of the military establishment. 
However small our permanent’ establish- 
ment may be, it is vitally essential that it 
be correctly balanced from the tactical 
point of view. The Air Corps has been very 
considerably reduced below the strength 
contemplated by the National Defense Act 
of 1920, which same conditions applies to 
even a greater extent in practically every 
other branch of the Army. 

Serious Shortcomings. 

The Regular Army has undergone reduc- 
tions until it has now barely forty per cent 
of the strength originally contemplated by 
the National Defense Act of 1920. National 
Guard development has been retarded. Re- 
serve officers do not receive sufficient prac- 
tical experience. Stocks of reserve ma- 
terial and equipment have been seriously 
depleted. Army installations, both tem- 
porary and permanent, have deteriorated at 
an undue rate. As a further consequence 
of reductions, both the Regular Army and 
the National Guard are so skeletonized as

Desertions From U. S. Army 
May Show Increase in 1926 

N the important matter of desertions 

in the Army, Major Gen. E. A. Hel. 
mick, Inspector General of the Army, be. 
lieves that the year 1926 will show a de. 
cided increase. The Secretary of War 
and The Adjutant General have both 
stated in their annual che 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1926, that the 
desertions in thy Army up to that time 
show a decrease. 

General Helmick in the course o 
remarks on desertions says: 

Desertions continue to increase, the 
rate having risen from 3.27 per cent in 
1922, to 7.39 per cent in 1925, when 
numbered 13,752 and incomplete ret 
indicate a higher rate in 1926 than has 
been recorded for the last 26 vears. 

Among the contributory causes, to 
which serious consideration 
given with a view to correction are the 
following: 

Cumbersome court-martial procedure, 
under which conviction is made difficult. 

General tendency to leniency in the 
administration of justice in connection 
with desertion. 

Lack of an organized system for the 
relentless pursuit and apprehension of 
deserters. 

Discontinuance of 
system. 

Lack of a system for the detection and 
early elimination of potential deserters, 

Unfavorable comparison of the ratig 
with those of the Navy, Marine Cor, 
C. M. T. C., ete. Poor housing conditions, 
Excessive labor required of troops. 

Poor quality of uniforms. 

Prolonged instructional periods in sun- 
mer training camps and labor incident 
to their preparation. 

Lack of continuity of command. 

Faulty company administration due in 
part to inexperienced company con- 
manders, and lack of proper direction and 
supervision on the part of higher com- 
manders.

Aviation Medicine and Hts Application to the Navy.

y oe success of the most highly perfected 
plane design is wholly dependent 
upon the human element at the controls, 
and aviation medicine springs forth to 
assume its responsibilities. The applica- 
tion of higher physical standards early 
in the war produced immediate improve- 
ment in the amazing 90 per cent of 
crashes resulting from a carelessly selected 
personnei. New possibilities in aviation 
became evident, flights were more ac- 
curate, the range of activities increased 
and life extended from hours to years. 
Each Government was quick to sense the 
value of these observations and estab- 
lished research laboratories in charge of 
the highest medical skill obtainable for 
intensive studies of the demands made 
by aviation upon the circulatory and 
nervous systems. The progress of to- 
day is the result of the early lessons so 
dearly learned. The U. S. Army labora- 
tory has become a permanent service 
school and the Navy has incorporated the 
Department of Aviation Medicine in its 
medical school curriculum.

Physical Examinations. 
it is universally recognized today that 
only the physically fit should fly, but 


special factors, such as, temperament, re- 
action time and mental development must 
be stressed. that may assume 2 minor 
degree of importance in the physically fit 
for less hazardous fields of endeavor. 
With the rapid expansion of nonmilitary 
flying, the civilian physican can render 
a valuable service in this new branch 
of preventive medicine. A few of the more 
practicable essentials of the physical and 
psychological examination will be men- 
tioned in the brief scope of this paper. 

A searching psycho-analysis must be 
made to determine the trends and poten- 
tialities and any hidden defects, either in- 
herited or acquired, that may become 
magnified and motivate conduct from the 
insidious fatigue experienced in rarefied 
air. Fainting, dizziness, acute mania, and 
even epilepsy may first become manifest 
in the air. Reactions both muscular and 
visual must be automatic to surroundings, 
supported by a resolute judgment and de- 
cision. Delayed reactions mean disaster in 
aviation. The temperament should be 
cheerful, stable, and self-reliant; the voli- 
tion, energetic and controlled with a good 
tenacity of purpose. A keen desire to fly 
is the prime requisite. The train of 
thought must not be diverted by objecting 
relatives, financial worries, or other un- 
solved conflicts. 

Pertaining to the physical side, the eyes 
are of first importance. They must not 
only present a minimum visual acuity of 
20-20, but a perfect balance of each muscle, 
allowing the maximum field of binocular 
vision with no tendencies to diplopia or 
nystagmus. The phorometer may reveal 
hidden and spasmodic defects easily in- 
finenced by a lowered oxygen futigue. 
The angles of convergence and divergence 
must not be restricted and all coordinated 
movements prompt and free from lagging. 

The sound reception and conduction 
mechanisms of the ears are carefully 
tested. The drums must be free from 
wax, inflammations, and scarring: the 
eustacheon tubes patent for equalizing 
pressures during rapid descents. The 
balance sense is tested through each semi- 
circular canal by the rotational chuir, and 
the resulting nystagmus and falling mani- 
festations compared with the norme!l. The 
nasal passages must be free, as altitude 
greatly aggravates any tendencies to ob- 
struction. 

Mouth breathing produces pyorrhea, 
gingivities, tonsillitis, and headaches from 
defective sinus drainage. There must be 
free breathing from a healthy respitory 
tract. Correct respiration is manifested 
by an upward movement of the lower ribs 
with the diaphragm contraction and a 
good vital capacity is dependent upon a 
complete muscular emptying. 

The Physically Fit. 

Flack of the Royal Air Force has de- 
fined the physically fit as one who in re- 
sponse to physical effort is able to main- 


tain his ‘‘ventillation capacity”’ at a high 
level during the period of performance. 
He can withStand a much less partial 


pressure of oxygen than the unfit be- 
fore symptoms of respiratory instability 
and circulatory embarrassment appear. 
This is most important to the aviator 
who must make rapid adjustments in 
rarefied air. , 

The optimum circulatory efficiency is 
found in a pulse of 72, not markedly in- 
creased by and followed by a 
prompt return to normal. The pulse pres- 
sure should not exceed 40 to 50 m. m. 
of mercury with a well sustained diastolic 
pressure. A continued fast pulse points

sought in aviation. 

High blood and pulse pressures are apt 
to break under severe physical and nervous 
strains; low pressures lack stamina and 
tend to fainting. Myocardial changes 
should be excluded by the electro-cardio- 
graph and any vessel changes carefully 
evaluated. Arterio-sclerosis from alcohol 
or lues must be excluded. 

The Schneider index affords a rapid and 
comprehensive method of determining the 
circulatory efficiency not only for the ac- 
eeptance examination, but during the 
pilots performances. It is dependent 
upon six factors: (1) the reclining pulse 
rate, (2) the standing pulse rate, (3) the 
difference between the reclining and stand- 
ing pulse rates, (4) the difference between 
the standing pulse rate and the rate fol- 
lowing a standard exercise, (5) the time 
for .the pulse to return to the standing 
rate after the standard exercise, (6) the 
difference between the reclining and stand- 
ing systolic pressures. From a large num- 
ber of observations, an arbitrary value of 
minus three to plus three has been given 
to each varying factor with a maximum 
plus total of 18. A score of seven is un- 
satisfactory, while 14 to 18 is excellent. 
Great interest is shown in an operating 
squadron when the weekly scores are 
posted. 

The Flying Sense. 

A new sense is developed in aviation, 
namely, the “flying sense’’, dependent upon 
vision, hearing, balance, tactile and deep 
muscle sense. All are brought into action 
at the most critical part of the flight called 
the stalling point, which terminates the 
flying speed. Occurring in the air, a 
gravity drop results requiring a dive of 
several hundred feet to again gain con- 
trol, proving fatal should it occur in 
leveling off too high in approaching for 
a landing. 

The deep muscle sense and the wind 
on the cheeks differentiates between the 
faint and strong controls, the light and 
firm seat pressures in acquainting the 
pilot with the “feel of his plane.’ Forced 
landings over unfamiliar ground requires 
all his intuition and training supported 
by a back ground of physical and nervous 
equipment that will not fail. The flying 
sense is only developed and retained by 
frequent flying stopping short of fatigue 
when perceptions become dulled and reac- 
tions slowed. 

Continued flying without proper inter- 
vals of rest produces a condition of lowered 
appear as a cardie-respiratory type with 


efficiency known as staleness. It may 
a rapid, shallow breathing and cold ex- 
tremities. accompanied by a rapid ano 


weakened pulse; a nervous type showing 
poor muscular control, exaggerated re- 
flexes, fine tremors of hands, tongue and 
eyelids, nightmares and insomnia; a 
muscular type presenting rheumatic pains 
in tender and flabby muscles. Any of 
these symptoms occurring in an aviator 
call for an immediate rest, corrective 
dietetic measures, and a change of en- 
vironment. Recovery is usually complete 
in a few days and the deterioriating flyer 
is restored to his former degree of safety. 
Flight Surgeon Responsibilities. 

No phase of a medical officer's activities 
in the military service requires such a 
close observation of personnel as aviation 


presents to the flight surgeon. His re- 
sponsibilities have only begun after the 


flyers are accepted and trained. To de- 
tect the earliest signs of insidicus de- 
terioration, he must know the pilots in- 
timately, observe them daily on the ground 
or in the air and be conversant with 
their habits while off duty. Frequent con- 
ferences are held for the discussion of 
general health principles, including the 
values of regular sleep, good food, recrea- 
tion, and abstinence from alcohol. The 
latter predisposes to fatigue with dulled 
vision and muscle sense, accompanied by 
a careless abandon in the air. 

Flying with one wing low, rough land 
ings, ete., are often due to wax in the 
ears or a faulty depth perception prevent- 
ing a proper appreciation of balance and 
the landing terrain. Hasty checks in the 
field dispensary will reveal the causes be- 
fore the defects have become known to 
the pilot. He is cooperative and interested 
in all that is done and will often ask to 
have his circulatory index compared with 
previous scores, realizing that his greatest 
safety factor is physical fitness. 

The greatest psychological factor in 
getting close to a pilot is flying with him 
or his squadron, experiencing his emotions 
and strains, as well as sharing in his en- 
thusiasm. An wnusual comradeship exists 
between personnel undergoing the same 


hazards and on short or extended flights

Kxvery possible safeguard is offered the 
aviator to preserve his faculties and lessen 
trauma shoukd accident occur. Electrically 
heated suits combat the lowered tempera- 
tures of altitude, parachutes must be worn, 
well selected goggles assure unobstructed 
vision, ear protectors shut out the exces- 
sive noise from the motors, and surround- 
ing fusilage surfaces are well padded to 
minimize the danger of skull fractures, or 
less serious injuries. 

For the higher altitude flights, oxygen 
breathing equipments are supplied as few 
men can continue nose breathing above 
ten to twelve thousand feet and must re- 
sort to an increased rate of mouth breath- 
ing to assist the compensatory physiologi- 
cal changes. More and more the former 
predominate thought of the mechanical 
efficiency of the plane is being transferred 
to the conservation of the pilot. 

Pilotage as during the war still remains 
the leading primary cause of all crashes, 
but a 50 per cent improvement during the 
past six years stands as a convincing en- 
dorsement of the value of aviation medi- 
cine. This new branch of preventive 
medicine has unlimited possibilities and is 
destined to play an increasing role of im- 
portance contributing to a safer aviation. 

The extensive employment of aireraft 
in civilian activities brings the medical 
aspects to the door of each physician who 
can perform a valuable service for the 
pilot after appreciating the unusual de- 
mands made upon him and the “physically 
fit plus”’ factors required. May we all be 
ever ready to apply professional wrench to 
the weakening or wearing organism, serv- 
ing the pilot as “guide,- philosopher and

(THERE has been meeting in Washington at the moment of the assemblage of 
Congress “the Second Conference on the Causes and Cure of War.” It favored 
membership in the League of Nations, and participation in the World Court, and 
upheld the activities of Filipino politicians in connecton with American withdrawal 
from the Far Eastern archipelago. It planned a thorough study of our foreign 
policy and is in favor of propaganda designed to make the United States a pacifistic 


nation. 

We are disposed to be sympathetic towards this organization. If it will study 
American foreign relations thoroughly, it will be amazed to find that unprepared- 
ness has been a provocative cause of war. It will understand far better than it 
apparently does at present that if the United States had not achieved their inde- 
pendence, and had not proclaimed the Monroe Doctrine, this hemisphere would 
have continued to be a scene of recurrent wars between grasping European Powers. 
If the Organization also will study the state of mind of the American people, it 
will learn that they will never join the League of Nations, and will not become 
involved in any entanglements such as the World Court might have precipitated. 
So, we are hopeful that the Organization through the historical studies it plans 
will see the light and understand that the viewpoint of the President as to ours 
being a peace of the sword is the viewpoint which’ we must never forget, if as a 
nation we are to live,

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Budget Message of Commander-in-Chief Explains I anil for Services 


provisic INS made for the national de- 

fense by the budget estimates for 
1928 are summarized as follows by the 
President in his message transmitting 
the budget to Congress: 

The estimates for the War and Navy 
Depart ments total $680,537,642. In addi- 
tion to this they provide for availability 
through contract authorizations and allot- 
ments from the naval supp account of 
$5,900,000. Eliminating all nonmilitary 
items, including the retired lists, this 
budget provides $574,000,000 for our na- 
tional defense. This is a very consid- 
erable amount to spend for protection in 
time of peace. No threatening cloud at 
the present time darkens the sky. Our 
intent and attitude is one of peace and 
friendly regard toward all nations and 
peoples. This, however, is not sufficient 
warrant to neglect our defense and de- 
fault on necessary precautions. In 
recommending the amount herein car- 
ried for the Army and Navy and other 
national defense factors, I am fully satis- 
fied that with the wise administration we 
have reason to expect from those charged 
with its expenditure it will g ve us an 
adequate defense program. 

With regard to personnel the estimates 
provide for the Army an average of 
11,961 commissioned officers, 1,153 cadets, 
1,219 warrant officers, and 115,000 en- 
listed men, exclusive of the Philippine 
Scouts, for which provision is made to 
the number of 6,882. For the Navy 
provision is made for an average of 7,231 
commissioned officers, 1,479 warrant 
ficers, 1,545 midshipmen, and &2,500 en- 
listed men, and for the Marine 
1,020 commissioned officers, 155 warrant 
officers, and 16.800 enlisted men. These, 
with our highly trained and efficient Na- 
tional Guard, for which the estimates 
make provision for an average personnel 
of 180,000, give us the rather formidabie 
strength of 426.045. But we do not stop 
here. The estimates contain funds for 
the War Department for the training of 
12,924 reserve officers, for the attendance 
of 30,000 men at civilian military train- 
ing camps and for the enrollment of 
116,141 students in the units of the Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps. Under 
the Navy Department provision is made 
in the estimates for 14,142 fleet and as- 
s_gned fleet reserve of the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps and the training of 11,145 
Navy and Marine Corps reserves. 

Prevides 610,000 Men. 

Taking all of these into account, we 
are really making provision for military 
and naval strength of more than 610,000 
men. And this does not take into con- 
sideration the military and naval retired 
lists which embrace 14,167 officers and 
men, or the Coast Guard of 11,969 officers 
and men which, in time of emergency, 
becomes an integral part of our national 
defense. I am in favor of adequate mil- 
itary preparedness, and so far as per- 
sonnel is concerned we should certainly 
have this from the funds carried in these 
estimates. 

While on the subject of our nationai 
defense it is proper to state that no pro- 
vision is made in the estimates for the 
Navy Department for commencing the 
construction of the remaining three of 
the eight light cruisers which the Act 
of December 18, 1924, authorizes to be 
undertaken prior to July 1, 1927. This 
country is now engaged in negotiations 
to broaden our existing treaties with the 
great powers which deal with the elimi- 
nation of competition in naval arma- 
ments. I feel that it would be unfor- 
tunate at this time and not in keeping 
with our attitude toward these negotia- 
tions to commence the construction of 
these three cruisers. Rather do I recom- 
mend to the Congress the enactment of 
legislation which will extend the time 
for beginning their construction. 

With regard to the improvement of 
Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, an appropriation 
of $1,000,000 is available this year for 
commencing dredging operations. Bids 
covering the completion of this Navy 
project will be opened during the current 
month. A supplemental estimate will be 
submitted should it be found that addi- 
tional funds for 1928 are needed for the 
orderly prosecution and early completion 
of this important project. 

The Congress has recently prescribed 
a well-digested and orderly pro:rram for 
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the further development of the air serv- 
ices of the Army and Navy. The 
timates herewith make adequate provi- 
sion for carrying this program into eifect. 
They provide for the immediate avail- 
ability of certain amounts -for the Air 
Corps of the Army so as not to delay 
the inauguration of the five-year pro- 
gram. the act defining the Army 
aircraft program was not approved unul 
July 2, 1926, there was no opportuniiy 
to present to the Congress at 
session an estimate for funds fully to 
carry into effect the first increment dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1927. The estimates 
submitted herewith make ampie provision 
for carrying into effect that part of the 
program for 1927 and 1928 which orderiy 
and eiliciently can be accomplished. They 
do not, however, make provision of funds 
for two full yearly increments, as I du 
not believe it is the desire of the Con- 
gress that we attempt to crowd into less 
than one and one-half years a full two- 
year increment. The Act of July 2, 
1926, increases the authorized 
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commis- 
sioned strength of the Air Corps of the 
Army by 403 officers in yearly increments 
over the period of the five-year program. 
No provision for any of these additional 
officers is made in these estimates, as the 
Air Corps should first absorb the addi- 
tional 328 officers necessary to bring its 
actual strength—919—up to the author- 
ized strength—1,247 under the old law. 
These 328 additional officers are to be 
provided from the commissioned force 
for which provision is made in these 
estimates. The additional enlisted men 
authorized for the Air Corps are pro- 
vided for in the enlisted strength of 115,- 
000 men. 
Delay Dirigible Construction. 

The Navy five-year air program ap- 
proved June 24, 1926, authorized the 
construction of two rigid airships of ap- 
proximately 6,000,000 cubic feet volume, 
the two to cost not in excess of $8,000.- 
000. The act provides that the building 
of one of these ships shall be undertaken 
as soon as practicable and prior to July 
1. 1928. Having in mind that the Con- 
gress recently appropriated $300,000 for 
the construction of an all-metal airship 
for experimental purposes, to determine 
by practical demonstration the type of 
construction and character of material 
to govern in the future in the making of 
lighter-than-air craft, it is thought the 
part of wisdom to wait upon this de- 
termination, even though it may be found 
necessary to ask for an extension of the 
time limit placed on the initiation of 
work on one of the ships. 

Briefly summarized, provision is made 
in this budget under the appropriation 
items for the air services and other items 
which enter into the cost thereof for a 
total of $73,477,380 for aviation of the 
Army and the Navy. This amount em- 
braces $20,600,000 for the procurement 
of new planes and $2,400,000 for the con- 
struction of barracks and quarters at 
aviation fields. It does not, however, 
include the value of supplies available 
from war surplus, which would increase 
this total by a number of millions of 
dollars. 

Commercial Aeronautics. 

While discussing the subject of our air 
services, it is proper here to refer to the 
other provisions made in this budget foi 
air navigation. To carry into effect the 
act to encourage and regulate the use 
of aircraft in commerce, approved May 
20, 1926, the estimates carry for the 
Department of Commerce $796,250 for 
the promotion of air commerce and regu- 
latory work, which includes funds for 
the procurement of not to exceed 10 air- 
planes, and $3,219,500 for the establish- 
ment and maintenance of aids to air 
navigation. The estimates carry $523,- 
000 for the National Advisory Commit- 
tee for Aeronautics. Under the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture they provide $50,000 
for the maintenance and operation of air- 
plane patrol in the national forests and 
$120,000 for special weather observations 
for the benefit of air navigation. The 
estimates for the Postal Service carry 
for the operation of the air mail service 
between New York and San Francisco 
$2,350,000, with provision that a part of 
this sum be made available for contract 
service if the route be leased to private 
operators and for the contract air mail 














service $2,000,000. The estimates for 
the Coast Guard carry $186,151 for the 
operation of its seaplane fleet. 

The proper development of the aero- 
nautical industry in this country is es- 
sential both to our national defense and 
commercial aviation. The Federal re- 
quirements for aircraft alone are 
strengthening this industry. The pro- 
gram which the Congress has prescribed 
for our air forces will assure the industry 
continuing Federal business and an in- 
crease from other sources should accrue 
to the industry from the legislation for 
the encouragement of commercial avia- 
tion and from the policy which we are 
following of making contracts with pri- 
vate operators for the air transportation 
of mail. The Government is operating 
but one air mail route and proposals 
have been issued by the Post Office De- 
partment with a view of placing this 
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route under contract for operation by 
private interests. In the production of 
airplanes and accessories there is no 
competition between the Federal Govern. 
ment and private industry. It is a for. 
tunate situation when the needs of the 
Government can be met by affording an 
orderly stimulation of the industry upon 
which we depend to supply our needs, 
The present sound condition of the aero. 
nautical industry in this country shows 
the wisdom of the policy which we are 
following. If there is any question as to 
the failure of our Government to recog. 
nize the importance of aviation in na. 
tional defense and in commerce the an. 
swer can be found in the vast sums which 
heretofore have been appropriated and 
the legislation enacted by the Congress, 
The estimates contained in this budget 
carry alone for this purpose a total of 
more than $82,500,000.

The estimates for the United States 
Coast Guard for the fiscal year of 1928, 
as submitted by the Bureau of the 
Budget, total $29,900,000.00 which rep- 
resents an increase over the 1927 ap- 
propriations of $2,744,655.00. 
This increase for the Coast Guard is 
recommended for its building program 
of 10 new cutters to engage in work 
other than prohibition enforcement. 
Three of these cutters are building al- 
ready and funds are asked for a start 
on two more. 
In spite of the added pressure on its 
facilities caused by the campaign 
against liquor smuggling, the record of 


the Coast Guard for saving lives and 
rcndering assistance to distressed vessels 
during fiscal year 1926 has ex- 
ceeded that of any previous year, ac- 
cording to the annual report of Rear 
Admiral F. C. Billard.

Heated Hangars Are Planned 
For Mitchel Field Comfort 


M!TCHEL FIELD, Long Island, New 

York, is to have the luxury of three 
heated hangars, and at the cost of $7,000 
due to the fact that soldiers at the post 
are doing most of the work, as no funds 
were available for the employment of 
outside labor. The heating arrange- 
ments will, it is expected, be completed 
by January 1 next, before the worst of 
the winter commences. 

During former winters it was practi- 
cally impossible to work in the hangars 
more than half the time. Even when the 
weather was only moderately cold little 
in the way of efficiency from mechanics 
working with numbed fingers could be 
expected. 

Present plans call for the walling and 
ceiling of three hangars by soldier labor, 
for use, respectively, by the First and 
Fifth Observation Squadrons and the 
61st Service Squadron.* The Service 
Squadron hangar, which also serves 
visiting ships, will be heated from the 
central heating plant while the First and 
Fifth Squadron hangars will have in- 
dividual low pressure steam heating sys- 
tems. 

Wali pipe coils are to be used and the 
radiation planned is sufficient to main- 
tain a temperature of 60 degrees in the 
hangars during zero weather. Each or- 
ganization is charged with the installa- 
tion of their own hangar under the. gen- 
eral supervision of Warrant Officer FE. R. 
Stokes, U. S. A., assistant in construc 
tion matters to the Post Quartermaster. 

With the coming of Spring, work will 
start on the installation of a night flying 
lighting system which will make Mitchel 
one of the safest night fields among Air 
Corps stations. At a cost of $7,600 a 
series of flood lights will be placed 
around the flying field in such manner 
that the entire field can be illuminated. 

The above work is in addition to the 
erection of a squadron barracks to be 
constructed by contract. 





NEW AIR TOWING TARGETS.

new target is known as the Engineer- 
ing Type B-4, and is 16 feet long. The 
drum upon which the towing cable is 
wound, and which is set in the observer's 
cockpit, operates with a clutch and break 
mechanism, which makes the speed of 
unwinding easily regulated by the op- 
erator. 

For anti-aircraft machine gun 
tice, the cable which tows a long fabric 
sock, is let out 1,800 feet, so that the 
target flies a little over 1,800 feet be- 
hind the airplane. For .87 to .105 mm. 
gun practice, the cable is unwound 2,500 
feet. The target may be flown at alti- 
tudes from 2.500 to 9,000 feet. 

Each hundred feet of cable is marked 
by a spot of color. At the 1,800-foot 
length, the cable is painted bright yel- 
low for 100 feet. From 100 feet to the 
end of the release, it is painted solid 
red. When the practice is over, a beil 
plunger is let down. Through this the 
cable rides in being rewound, uniii 
striking a release mechanism at the end 
of the sock’s shroud lines, the plunger 
releases the sock which falls to the field 
below. Several targets are carried and 
in case of continued practice, another 
may be attached to the cable end dur- 
ing flight. 

Red and orange targets are used for 
cloudy skies, black where the sky is 
blue with a background of white clouds, 
and white for night work. One of the 
observers reports a real thrill in night 
practice when it seems that each red 
tracer bullet mounting up must strike 
the plane—especially the rear cockpit. 
But always they fall in trajectory many 
feet behind, somewhere near the target.

‘Surgeon General Favors Use 


Of Air Ambulance Transport 
M4!. GEN. MERRITTE W. IRELAND, 
: the Surgeon General of the Army, 
favors the use of airplane ambulances. 
In regard to this, he “Other 
nations have found amoulance airplanes 
of great value in active field operations. 
The French are preeminent in this field, 
and it is reported that in their evacua- 
tion of over 3,000 sick and wounded in 
Morocco not more than 30 per cent could 
have survived any otner means of trans- 
port. Our limited experience at Keily 
Field and in the Canai Zone confirms the 
experience of both the French and the 
British air services that the air transport 
of patients has many advantages. It ap- 
pears that such transportation of some 
of the sick and wounded will be necessary 
in future wars. Possibly such evacuation 
by air could be done in time of war on a 
large scale, by units organized und 
equipped for that purpose. Certainly 
when surface transportation is for any 
reason impracticable, as in (a) belea 
gued stations, (b) the absence of other 
means of transport, (c) in desert and 
mountainous country, or (d) on account 
of the critical condition of the patients, 
the airplanes can be used to great ad- 
vantage. The addition of an ambulance 
airplane squadron to the air unit of a 
field army is again proposed.”

Radio Items. 
THE Chief of the Naval Research Lab- 
oratory, Dr. J. Hoyt Taylor, recently 
announced that experimental work in 
high frequency radio transmission had 
discovered that it is a mathematical pos- 
sibility to determine not only the place 
where a certain signal will be heard, but 
also the approximate “ceiling” of the 
Kennelly-Heavyside layer at various 
times of the day and night. According to 
Dr. Taylor it may some day be possible 
to “aim” high-frequency signals so that 
they may be picked up by certain sta- 
tions in specified locations. 

During the course of experiments it 
was learned that a high-frequency signai 
travels almost diagonally from the trans- 
mitting station to the “roof” of the earth 
which is known as the Kennelly-Heavy- 
side Layer and is then deflected back to 
earth perhaps thousands of miles away, 
depending on the angle on which the sig- 
nal is sent and the height of the layer at 
the time. 

Dr. Taylor has found that the average 
midnight height of this layer is approxi- 
mately 175 miles while around 2 A. M. 
the height is about 225 miles. During the 
daytime the height of the layer varies 
between 100 and 120 miles according to 
atmospheric conditions. This explains 
the why and wherefor of the socalled 
“skip-distance” in high frequency trans- 
mission which has been more or less 
nothing but a theory until the results 
of these experiments were obtained. 

The Chief of the Naval Research Lab- 
oratory also points out that care musi 
be taken in sending out the signals to 
prevent their going up at too sharp an 
angle when they may pierce the Heavy- 
<"% Layer and never return to earth ai 
all. 


AIR MAIL SERVICE PLANNED. 

'THE discussion of plans for an air 

mail service in Canada at the Im- 
perial Conference, held in London, Eng- 
land, has evoked much interest through- 
out the Dominion, states a report to the 
Department of Commerce from Assist- 
ant Trade Commissioner W. J. Donnelly, 
Montreal. 

The special features of the suggested 
service are the sending of overseas mail 
from Father Point, Que., just above Ri- 
mouski, to Montreal, Que., and thence to 
other points. In the winter months 
mail could be carried from Halifax, N. 
S. and St. John, N. B., winter ports, to 
Montreal, Que., and Toronto, Ont. It is 
believed in Canada to be somewhat un- 
likely that the transportation of domes- 
tic letters by airplane will develop to 
any extent, owing to the service rendered 
by the railway lines and the distance 
between the important cities. 








Aeronautical Notes. 

“UNDS for the National Advisory Com- 

mittee for Aeronautics as submitted 
in the Budget estimates for the fiscal 
year 1928 amount to $523,000 which is 
an apparent increase of $10,000 over th 
1927 appropriations. 

Bills have been introduced in both the 
House of Representatives and the Sen- 
ate (S. 4529 and H. R. 15115) with the 
evident intent of increasing the mem- 
bership of the Committee by adding 
thereto the newly created Assistant Sec 
retaries of War, Navy and Committee 
for Aeronautics. 

Lt. Comdr. Richard E. Byrd, U. 5S. N.., 
is now making preparations for an at 
tempt to fly acros the South Pole some- 
time in 1927, according to reliable 
sources. The expedition will probably 
take fourteen months. 

Announcement has recently been made 
from Buenos Aires that a group of Ar- 
gentine scientists, backed by wealthy 
sportsmen, are to attempt a similar ex- 
pedition, and the Byrd venture will prob 
ably be governed entirely by the speed 
that the Argentines show in getting un- 
derway. If they are able to get off first 
Commander Byrd will probably await the 
success or failure of their trip

The combination of the Curtiss “Hawk” 
with the Pratt-Whitney “Wasp” engine 
was very well liked by the operating 
personnel of the Battle Fleet.

perial Courts prior to the World War. 
General Waters was an intimate of the 
| late Czar and Czarina. His portrayal of 
| the unfortunate couple and those who 
| surrounded them throws much light on 
| the Russian muddle from the Muscovite 
| “war scare” in India in the 90’s to the 
| Revolution in 1917. 
In addition, the author takes the reader 
through little-known Siberia, into Tur- 
| kestan, China and Japan. He also re- 
| veals “what makes the wheels go round” 
| in British officialdom. 
General Waters, in outlining his as- 
signment to and relations with the Czar 
says. 
“It had been my luck—or, as I main- 
| tain, of course—my admirable judgment 
| of character which had caused me, soon 
| before the Boer War, to get Field Mar- 
| shal Sir William Robertson—then a cap- 
tain—appointed to the War Office, and I 
had had much difficulty in preventing his 
transfer to a minor provincial post. In 
1916 he sent me to the Emperor of Rus- 
sia; my former relations with that mon- 
arch and his Consort are described in this 
book, and I really think I may claim that 
nobody knew them better than I did, and 
few so well.”

30TH INFANTRY LEADS IN RIFLE. 
HE Infantry regiments of the United 
States Army during the target sea- 
son of 1926 have made the high qualifica- 
tion record in the prescribed rifle prac- 
tice course of 90.8 per cent. Of the 22,- 
209 men in the 39 regiments firing the 
course, 20,209 men qualified. The 30th 
Infantry, Col. Frank C. Bolles, on duty at 
the Presidio of San Francisco, Calif., is 
the honor regiment, leading the Infantry 
with the remarkably high record of 98.6 
per cent in qualification. In making this 
record the regiment fired only 73.6 per 
cent of its rifle personnel. 

The 45th Infantry, Col. E..W. Tanner, 
on duty in the Philippines; the 42d Regi- 
ment, Col. S. J. Sutherland, a Porto Rican 
regiment, on duty in Panama, and the 
25th Infantry, Col. A. J. Dougherty, a 
colored regiment on duty in Arizona, all 
follow closely with 98.3 per cent, 98.1 per 
cent and 98 per cent, respectively, a 
splendid showing. 

The record of the Filipinos and the 
colored soldiers stand out as remarkable, 
since 91.3 per cent and 92.3 per cent of 
their respective personnel fired the 
course. This is partially explained by 
the high percentage of re-enlisted men in 
those regiments. 

Of the 5,965 Infantry men firing the 
machine gun, 5,783, or 97 per cent, made 
the scores necessary for machine gun 
qualification. In nineteen regiments all 
men who fired the course secured quali- 
fication. The 25th Infantry (colored) 
heads the list, since in addition to mak- 
ing 100 per cent qualification, 97.8 per 
cent of its machine gunners fired the 
course. The 57th Infantry, Col. C. C. 
Todd (Philippine Scouts), and the 15th 
Infantry, Col. I. Newell (white), in China, 
come next in proficiency with the ma- 
chine gun.

The spirit of co- 
operation shown by the War Department 
in assisting Congress to bring about 
remedial legislation for a situation that 
is admittedly puzzling and a solution of 
which will go far toward bringing about 
more favorable conditions among the 
ofticers of the army has been commended 
highly by members of the committee and 
Congress. 

The committee is also deeply inter- 
ested in the developments resulting from 
the enforcement of the Air Law. It 
ascertain from Mr. Davison 
Patrick whether the law 
meets the needs of the situation; 
whether every provision is being carried 
out, and if not the explanation therefor; 
and whether the interpretations given 
to the provisions are in accordance with 
the intent of Congress. There is no 
purpose to change the law at the pres- 
ent time, with the possible exception of 
the provision relating to temporary 
rank.

FINANCIAL DIGEST 
By a Market Expert. 


(THERE is a general level of business 

and financial prosperity throughout 
the country, which indications show will 
continue certainly to the end of the year 
and give promise of generally satisfac- 
tory conditions during the early months 
of 1927. Trade and induslry are strong, 
with some spots of depression, but it is 
noted that the latter are more of the 
up and down character and  conse- 
quently prevoke no real concern. The 
trade area of which Chicago is the cen- 
ter, reports satisfactory business, with 
the credit situation sound, and general 
manufacturing activity the equal of that 
of a year ago, and in some respects, 
notably electric power consumption, fac- 
tory output and good employment, bet- 
ter. Railway traffic continues to break 
records, and a gain is shown in building 
generally. The three key industries 
which are being watched with close at- 
tention are steel, automobile and_ build- 
ing production. It is recognized that 
conditions in the steel and automobile 
industries are not so favorable. Auto- 
mobile competition is increasing. Steel 
unfilled tonnage orders are 10 per ceni 
below those at the same time last year. 
This situation is being somewhat al- 
leviated by the inquiries of railroads 
for freight cars. The steel ingot pro- 
duction for November, was reported at 
3,722,119 tons, which represents an op- 
eration of steel making units at 80 pei 
cent of assumed capacity as against 
87 per cent for October and an average 
of 86 per cent for the first nine months 
of the year. There has been a decline 
in building activity in the New England 
and Middie Atlantic States, but gains 
have been made in the Southeastern, 
Central West and Northwest States. 

Wheat and cotton are the two weak 
spots in agriculture. Cotton prices have 
sharply fallen and are at the lowest 
price in several years, which will affect 
the purchasing power of the South. 
Wheat prices also are comparatively 
low.

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progresses and the composition of our 
personnel approaches normalcy, the 
necessity for limitations will decrease 
and eventually a system of assured pro- 
motion on length of service, with all 
its manifest advantages, will be possible. 

The importance of maintaining a rea- 
sonable parity in personnel conditions 
in the Army and Navy has been men- 
tioned. The enactment by the Congress 
of a pay schedule applicable to both serv- 
ices was a distinct advance in this di- 
rection. The adoption of measures here- 
in recommended for maintaining a flow 
of separations from active service and a 
flow of promotion will be a further step 
toward parity. The means in the two 
services differ, as of course they must, 
due to the differences in organization, 
composition or personnel and other fac- 
tors. It is not the means so much as 
the result that matters. There is still 
another step that is essential to round 
out the Army personnel sysem and 
avoid an indefensible and detrimental 
disparity that now exists. This step is 
to provide about the same proportion of 
general and flag officers in the two serv- 
ices. The general officers of the Army 
now constitute only 63-100 of 1 per cent 
of the total authorized number of pro- 
motion list officers. This is materially 
less than the 1 per cent of rear admirals 
authorized for the Navy. 

It unduly restricts the opportunity of 
deserving officers to become gerieral of- 
ficers during their careers. The restric- 
tion, discriminatory at all times, is espe- 


to 


cially unfortunate at this time when, 
through lack of vacancies, many officers 
of the Army, who rendered outstanding 
meritorious service during the World 
War may close their active careers and 
pass into retirement without attaining 
that coveted grade. A number of gen- 


eral officers equal to 1 per cent’ of the 
promotion list personnel can be advan- 
tageously used in the military establish 
ment and would be a valuable asset in an 
emergency. 

Moreover the present pay schedule is 
such that there is no difference except in 
rental aliowance between the pay of a 
colonel and of a brigadier general, thus 
eliminating the only reasonable objection 
there to authorizing a greater 
number of brigadier generals. A percent- 
age of general officers in the Army equiv- 
alent to the percentage of flag officers in 
the Navy is desirable from every point of 
view and should be authorized. In this 
connection attention is invited to the fact 
that some flag officers of the Navy are 
now given te mporary rank greatly su- 
perior to the rank of general officers of 
the Army who exercise corresponding 
high commands and for whom no tempo- 
rary rank when in such positions is pro- 
vided.

essential to producing good general offi- 
cer material with a reasonable time yet 
to serve. Should the stagnation now in 
prospect be permitted to develop the time 
will come when the selection of general 
officers must necessarily be limited to 
officers who have spent most of their 
service in grades below major and have 
passed rapidly through the higher grades. 
Moreover, these captains of yesterday 
who will be the generals of tomorrow, 
will be so old as to have but little time 
to serve and the ill effects of a rapid 
turnover among general officers will be 
added to the handicap of the limited ex- 
perience of officers from among whom 
selections must be made. 
Condition Is Critical. 

In closing this report it is desired to 
emphasize the outstanding conclusions: 

First, that a critical situation is now 
developing in personnel conditions in the 
Army. 

Second, that revision of or change in 
the promotion list of the Army is not 
only impracticable but will be wholly 
ineffective in improving existing condi- 
tions or in averting impending conditions 
that are immeasurably worse, and 

Finally, that the interests of the na- 
tional defense demand remedial action 
along the lines set forth herein and in 
the accompanying documents, which will 
insure efficiency by the mantainence of 
a uniform flow of officers into and out 
of the Regular Army with a reasonable 
flow or promotion during the active 
careers of such officers. 

The maintenance of a high standard 
in our small nucleus of professional mili- 
try personnel is vital to the national 
defense. Financial or other reasons may 
require a choice between maintaining the 
standard of efficiency by the application 
of these essential measures herein set 
forth, or maintaining the present num- 
ber of officers without the application of 
such measures. If such a choice is neces- 


sary the decision should undoubtedly be 
to reduce the present authorized strength 
to such number of commissioned officers 
as can, by the application of the essen- 
tial measures, be maintained at an ade- 
quate standard of efficiency. 

I recommend that the Congress give 

















prompt and full consideration to the per- 
sonnel situation in the Army. I feel 
certain that full appreciation of the 
critical and true nature of the situation 
will cause the necessary legislation for 
relief to speedily and effectively develop, 
thus removing a genuine menace to 
the national deZense. With a view to 
assisting and expediting this much 
needed relief bill embracing the legisla- 
tion deemed necessary will be prepared 
by the War Department as soon as 
practicable and submitted for the con- 
sideration of the appropriate commit- 
tees. 

The studies submitted herewith have 
been made as complete as time permits. 
A detailed estimate of cost can not be 
made. That there will be some increased 
cost due to equitably terminating the ac- 
tive service of officers is beyond ques- 
tion. The studies show, however, that 
every proper effort has been made to les- 
sen this increase and that it will be ma- 
terially offset by the decreased cost of 
maintenance of the active list. There is 
no feature of the plan that points to 
any material increase in the combined 
costs of the active and retired lists un- 
der its operation. 

The studies submitted by no means ex- 
haust this intricate subject and will be 
supplemented by any further information 
or assistance that is within the power of 
the War Department to render.
